The railroad commission yesterday 
finally adopted its much-talked-of or- 
der reducing the passenger rates in 
Georgia, and the reductions as offi- 


Cilally aniounced were exactly as given | 


in The Constitution's story yesterday. 
The Atlanta and West Point 
Western and Atlantic were put in the 


2-cents-a-mile class, the Atlantic Coast | 


Line and the Georgia railroad in the 
2 |-4-cent class, and the Southern, the 
Seaboard Air Line, the Central of Geor- 
gia and the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida were allowed to.charge 2 |-2 cents. 

The decision as a whole was the de- 
cision of Commissioners H. WwW. 
Hill, chairman, and oO. B. Stev- 
ens, Commissioner Joseph*M. Brown 
dissenting from that portion of it 
which put the railroads named in the 
2-cent and 2 |-4-cent classes. His opin- 
in was that these roads should have 
been put on the same basis as the oth- 
ers named. To the rest of the decision, 
however. he gave his hearty approval. 

It was first thought the Georgia rail- 
road would be put in the 2-cent class, 
but as stated in The Constitution yes- 
terday, this position was abandoned be- 
cause of the fact that the Georgia is 
encumbered with a number of compar- 
atively unprofitable branch lines. 

The commission found that the cum- 
bersome zone system of fixing passen- 
ger rates was not popular; there was 
scarcely anyone who approved it, and 
it was quickly given up, and the flat 
rates substituted. 

Decision Generally Approved. 

The decision of the railroad commis- 
sion has been generally approved. 
There appears to be no doubt from the 
comment that the commission has given 
the people just what they wanted. The 
reductions are material and at the same 
time are not too severe upon the rail- 
roads, though there seems to be little 
doubt that they will be contested in the 
courts. 

The large bulk of the shorter lines, 
including those which show compara- 
tively small earning power, are put in 
class D, in which they are allowed to 
charge 3 cents per mile, while a num- 
ber of others are allowed to charge 4 
cents, and several of the smaller lines 
are put in special classes to them- 
selves. 

A few examples of the reductions 
may prove of interest. The present 
fare to Dalton on the Western and At- 
lantic is approximately $3. Under the 
new rate it will.-be $2. The fare to 
West Point by the Atlanta and West 
Point will be reduced from $2.58 to 
61.72. The fare to Savannah by the 
Central of Georgia will be $6.50 instead 
of 67.80. The fare to Brunswick over 
the Southern will be $6.88 instead of 
$8.25. The fare to Augusta by the 
Georgia railroad will be $3.80 instead 
of $6.13.

FOR NEW ROAD 


Road Will Run From Savannah 
to Chattanooga, Cut-Off 
to Augusta 


WORK OF CONSTRUCTION 
TO BEGIN WITHOUT DELAY. 


Wm. 8. Oliver & Co. Signs Contract 
To Build The Savannah, Augusta 
and Northern Ry., 420 Miles 
Long, To Cost Twelve 
Million Dollars. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 7.—(Special.)— 
The William J. Oliver Company, of this 
city, the largest railroad contracting 
firm in the south, today signed the con- 
tract to build and construct a railroad 
from Savannah, Ga., to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., with cut off to Augusta, Ga. 

The total distance of the road will be 
420 miles, and it will be known as the 
Savannah, Augusta and Northern rail- 
way, running from Savannah to Chat- 
tanooga. 

The cost of construction is estimated 
at $12,000,000. Work will begin at once 
on the construction of the new line. 

William J. Oliver today stated to the 
representative of the press that he had 
signed the contract for building this new 
line between Savannah and Chatta- 
noga, with a cut off to Augusta, Ga. The 
cogt of construction ig estimated at 
more than $1!2,000,000, which includes 
the building of all the bridges and small 
depots on the line. 

The new road will follow the Savannah 
river and its tributaries on the south 
side to the Blue Ridge mountains, and 
then into Chattanooga. 

Mr. Oliver is the best known ratflroad 
contractor in the south and has for 
some time been doing all the work on 
the Southern Railway. His headquar- 
ters and large manufacturing plant is 
located in this-elty, and within a short= 
time he will organize his force and be- 
gin work on this new line that will 
open up an undeveloped section from @ 
railroad standpoint and give Chat- 
tanooga a direct line to the sea. 

When asked when he would begin 
work, Mr. Oliver said: “I have just 


} signed a contract for the construction 


of the road. Within the next few days 
I will place a large force on the line 
and begin work. The contract calls — 
for the construction of the road and 
building of all bridges and small dee 
pots on the lines.”’

CATTLE STANDS ON RIDGES 


Farmers Have Abandoned Their 
Places for the Year in Flooded 
Cameron District—Rivers 
Running Miles Wide. 


New Orleans, La., June 7.—The first 
definite news from the flooded parish of 
Cameron, in the southwestern corner of 
Louisiana, arrived tonight. The inhabi- 


tants are safe, the dispatch says, but 
so deep are the floods that the sheriff 
is traveling in a gasoline laumch and 
Skiff over what were fertile cotton fields 
a few days ago in an effort to summon 
the July grand jury. 

Nearly the entire parish. which con- 
tains about 1,500 square miles and about 
3,000 inhabitants, has been urfder water. 
‘Ninety per cent of the cotton fields have 
been submerged from | to 5 feet deen. 
Hundreds have been driven from their 
hopes. A few high ridges standing 
above the water contain thousands of 
cattle, which will dle of starvation unless 
the floods subside quickly. Im the south- 
ern ang eastern parts of the parish 
farmers have abandoned their places for 
the year, and will make a temporary 
Hving elsewhere. Rivers which caused 
the floods are still running miles wide, 
and make the outlook serious.

Professor Withers Makes an 


Examination of Stomach 
of the Child, 


DR. ROWLAND, DISCHARGED, 
BROKE DOWN AND WEPT 


— 


Attorney for Prosecution, After Tes. 
timony of Chemist Witness, Re- 
quested That Dr. Rowland 
Be Discharged—The Court 
Then So Ordered. 


Henderson, N. C., June 7.—(Special.; 
Dr. D. 8S. Rowland was today formaily 
charged with the murder by poison of 
Charles R. Strange, of the Seaboard Air 
Line, and a warrant issued against 
him, 

Rowland, who has been a well- hinewts 
physician here for years, is alleged to 
have poisoned Strange about two 
months ago, when he was called to at- 
tend him. 

Within six weeks Rowland and Mrs. 
Strange went to Norfolk, where they 
were married. . They returned to Ral- 
eigh two days later, and Rowland was 
arrested charged with the murder of 
his son, und his bride was arrested as 
accessory before the fact of her hus- 
band’s "murder, no- principal being 
named. Since that time Rowland has 
been in jail in Vance county, while 
Mrs. Rowland has been out on a $2,000 
bond. The stomachs of young Row- 
land and of Strange were placed with 
chemists for analysis. 

The hearing of Rowland for the mur- 
der of his son began this afternoon at 
this place. 

The case of the state v. Dr. David S 
Rowland was called today at 3 o'clock. 
The trial took place at the court house 
before a board of magistrates com- 
posed of Messre. Gary, Jones’ and 
Wathers. The court house was crowd- 
ed to the utmost and the deputies had 
to make way for witnesses and par- 
ties interested in the case. Seldom, if 
ever, has such interest been manifest- 
ed in a preliminary hearing in this 
county. The solicitor being unable to 
be present, A. C. Sollicoffer represented 
the state, while Messrs. Hicks, Holton 
and Watson appeared for the defend- 
ant, 

Dr. Rowland came into the court 
room smiling and shook hands with 
several friends. 

Not until the warrant was read did he 


show any signs of seriousness or spe-, 


cial interest in the, proceedings. The 
state first called Dr. K. M. Clark, who 
was present when David Austin Row- 
land died. He stated that he found 
the child nauseated and vomiting, pulse 
was intermittent and much depressed. 
On one occasion he vomited a pale 
greenish fluid. Dr. Rowland said that 
he had given him sttrychnine and digi- 
talis; at his father’s suggestion, he 
gave him a done of morphine and in 
about fifteen minutes gave him a small 
dose of cocaine. The boy died about 
ten minutes after this, very quietly. 

Dr. Rowland prepared both the hypo- 
dermics and Dr. Clark was unable to 
say, of his own knowledge, what they 
contained. 

The state then introduced Dr. John 
Hill Tucker, the county health officer, 
who stated that he performed the au- 
topsy on little Austin and carried the 
viscera to Professor Withers, of Ral- 
eigh. Mr. Jones, agent for the Vir- 
ginia Life Insurance Company, then 
took the stand. He testified that Dr. 
Rowland took out a policy valued at 
$360 on his son's life, the latter part of 
March, the policy being dated April Il, 
1907. Mr. Jones was followed by L. 
P. Kidd, manager of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, who said that 
Dr. Rowland had a policy with his 
company valued at $460, which was the 
maximum for children of that age, and 
that he wanted to secure $3,000 on his 
son's life. 

WaAlter Finch was then introduced by 
the state, who swore that between 8 
and 9 o’clock on the Monday morning 
after Austin’s death, which occurred on 
Saturday night, Dr. Rowland offered to 
sell him a house and lot which had be- 
longed to his dead son for $1,200. 

Professor W. A. Withers, professor of 
chemistry at the North Carolina Agri- 
cultu™%1 and Mechanical college, and 
chemist for the North Carolina experi- 
ment station, was sworn and = stated 
that he received the child’s stomach 
from Dr. Tucker and had tested it for 
all known poisons that were possible 
from the symptoms and had found no 
poison of any character. 

Mr. Sollicoffer, attorney for the pros- 
ecution, then made a short’ speech, 
stating that the circumstances were 
such that the matter demanded inves- 
tigation, which was made in justice 
both to Dr. Rowland and his son and 
through no malice towards the defend- 
ant. and requested that the defendent 
be discharged.

HAYWOOD LAUGHS OUTRIGHT

Boise/ Idaho, June 7.—Harry Orchard

heavier than other native grasses. rt 
will also grow in higher altitudes and 
farther north than Para grass. In dis- 
cussing the problem of hay as it is pre- 
sented to the southern farmer and his 
investigations along the line of supply- 
ing the grasses which will make the 
southern farmer independent of the 
timothy hay growers, Mr. Tracy s@id:

A very poor outlook for Georgia’s 
cotton crop for 19®7 is shown in the 
annual June report of the state de- 
partment of agriculture, which was 
given out yesterday afternoon by Com.- 
missioner T. G. Hudson just before 
his departure for Jamestown. 

An acreage of 94.5 per cent, compared 
to 104 last year, and the use of 92.6 
per cent of the commercial fertilizers 
used last year are the primary causes 
of this outlook for a short crop. Then 
the fact that the average time of 
planting was twenty-three days later 
than last year and that 44 per cent 
of the crop had to be planted over 
contributes to the rather gloomy aver- 
age of condition and prospect of 7) 
per cent. The June report of last year 
showed 82 per cent. 

The shortage of labor {fs declareq by 
Commissioner Hudson to be the chief 
cause of the reduction in acreage. 
The bad weather fn April is helé re- 
sponsible for the lateness of planting 
and the necessary replanting and the 
cold days and nights in May are as- 
signed as the cause of the present 
poor condition of the crop. 

This report was made by Commis- 
sioner Hudson and Assistant Commis- 
sioner Wright from over 760 letters 
from correspondents in practically 
every county in the state, from four 
to ten letters being received from each 
county. 

The report also indicates that only 
19 per cent of a full peach crop ana 
other fruits show a poor prospect. 
All the grains show a reduction in 
acreage ang poorer conditions than 
last eyar, planting having been late 
nearly everywhere. 

Average Date of May 29. 

The reports received by the depart- 
ment bear an average date of May 29 
and consequently the department’s re. 
port is given out as showing the con. 
ditions of crops on that day. 

If Georgia is to have anything like 
an average cotton crop it is still to be 
made, stated Assistant Commissioner 
Wright yesterday, as practically no 
cotton weather had been experienced 
up to the close of May.

The future growth and pros- 
perity of Atlanta depends in a very 
large degree upon the prosperity af the 
rhinufacturing industries located near it, 
and anything which will increase the 
burdens of these manufacturing es- 
tablishments will decrease.their value 
to the city of Atlanta, and will deter 
similar enterprises from locating either 
in the city of Atlanta or near its limits 
because if near the Nmits there will be 
apprehension of further extension. 

“Fourth. We respectfully gubmit that 
it would Be wrong for the city of At- 
lanta to reach out and take in any 
place of business or any place of resi- 
dence simply for the purpose of forcing 
taxation therefrom. 

“Eifth. .We located our plants outside 
of the olty of Atlanta and we protest 
that it would be wrong to force us with- 
in its limfts over our objection, and 
especially when it cannot be shown that 
we would be benefited by being within 
the limits of said city.

ARE ENJOINED 


Seabeard Air Line Railroad 
Gets Restraining Order 
From Judge Pardee. 


The Seaboard Air Line railway, through 
its attorneys, Brown & Randolph end 
King, Spalding & Little, of Atlanta, yes- 
terday secured a temporary injunction 
against the Georgia railroad commission, 
H. Warner Hill, Joseph M. Brown and 
O. B. Stevens and John C. Hart, attor- 
Mey general of the state, relative to the 
enforcement of order or circular 332 by 
which the plaintiff company is changed 
from class C to class B by the parties 
defendant. 

It was Judge Pardee, of the United 
States circuit court, who granted the 
restraining order, in which June 27 is 
the date named for a hearing of the case 
on its merits, 

The legal document now on file in the 
United States clerk’s office is one of 
the longest lodged there for record in a 
long time. It is shown that upon two 
former occasions the railroad commis- 
sion hag summoned the road to appear 
to show cause why its classification or 
its rate charge should not be changed. 
It 4s then asserted that upon both occa- 
sions the road had complied and had 
presented evidence satisfactory to the 
commission, and that no change was 
made. But in February last the road 
was again cited to appear, says the pe- 
tition, to make a showing once more. 
No change whatever had taken place in 
the existing conditions, and such a show- 
ing was made under oath by the road 
when the case came on for a hearing 
in April last, when the case was taken 
up by the railroad commissioners. The 
commission, however, without any sworn 
evidence—that’s the way the petition 
reads—changed the road from class C to 
class B. 

The prayer sets forth figures which it 
save shows earnings per mile of each of 
the roads in the state, its own 
earnings included. By a commission it 
seeks to show that-the earnings of the 
Seaboard are much smaller than the oth- 
@r lines—that they are too small to war- 
rant the application of the circular, 332, 
to it without violating the fourteenth 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States.

San Francisco June 7.—Fred Bradley, 
formerly manager of the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mines, in the Cour 
d'Alene, said last night that Orchard’s 
statement quite fits in with hig ex- 
perience.

Comptroller General Will 
Insist on Higher Assess- 
ments, 


In securing without arbitration an in- 
crease of $4,288,000 in the tax valuation 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company, which is 
that company’s original return, Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright has 
brought to his aid what will prove a 
powerful lever in bringing up the as- 
sessed valuation of all other corporate 
properties in the state. 

Having secured this increase, which 
brings that company’s total valuation 
up to $8,000,000, and an increase of 
$600,000 in the valuation of the Atlanta 
Gas LIight Company, bringing it up to 
$1,500,000, the comptroller general will 
make these figures the basis for his as- 
sessments not only of other street rail- 
road and gas companies, but also of 
the steam railroads of the state, and on 
this’ plan he has already gone to 
work. 

For example, it is his purpose to com- 
Pare both the gross earnings and the 
capitalization of other like companies 
with these companies, whose returns 
have been agreed upon, and to make 
his assessments on that basis. If a 
company’s gross earnings and capitaliza- 
tion are both approximately 40 per 
cent of those of the Georgia Railway 
@nd Blectric Company, that company 
may rely on an assessment of 40 per 
cent of this company’s valuation. 

The comptroller general has determined 
that he will make these assessments at 
once, and if the companies against whom 
they are made do not accep tnem, their 
only course will be to go to arbitra- 
tion. 

It is the comptroller general's purpose 
to adopt the same method with 
steam railroads.

Franklin’s Long Time. Bequest. 

The danger in long-time or deferred 
bequests, particularly to institutions, 
arises out of the fact that the objects 
to benefit which they are made may 
have ceased to exist when the fund 
becomes available. 

Just now there is a fund of more 


than $400,000 in Boston over which | 


there has arisen somewhat of a wran- 
gle. More than a century ago Benja- 
man Franklin took quite a fancy to 
Boston, and among other things gave 
the city $500, which was a large sum 
in those days, to accumulate for one 
hundred years, when the tota] was to 


be applied in aiding apprentices. 


When that period expired and the fund 
had grown to the huge proportions 
stated, the apprentice system had 
ceased to exist, so that the money 


could not be applied directly to the, 


purpose intended. 

As-the next best thing, approximat- 
ing (‘Franklin's wishes, the money 
shou]d undoubtedly have gone to in- 
dustrial education; there could have 
been no more fitting memorial to the 
patriotic donor. As a matter of fact, 
it was decided, after a wrangle in the 
courts, to apply it to a memorial, and 
it is the method of doing this that is 
now causing criticism and comment.

A Short Cotton Crop. 

Editor Constitution: It seems to be 
a foregone conclusion that the crop 
of 1907-08 will be much smaller than 
the average fer several years, prob- 
ably less than that of 1902-03. 

The “condition” as reported by the 
statistical bureau is far below normal. 
Indeed an observant man hardly needs 
the aid of the government, at this 
time, to learn the present status of the 
crop. Every farmer knows how it its 
in his neighborhood, and he knows that 
it is due to weatber conditions that 
prevailed throughout the entire cotton 
region. “Like cauges produce like ef- 
feets,” and while the disastrous effects 
of the abnormal cold weather may be 
to soine extent mitigated by very care- 
ful management, there is no power on 
earth that can repafr in full the injury 
to the crop. This is especially true in 
regard t> the bgd stand. Plants that 
spring from seeds coming up as late as 
the middle of June cannot by any pos- 
‘sibility, short of a miragle, produce as 
cbundantly as would healthy plants a 
month or two older. A half stand of 
late plants—and that is the condition 
on millions of acres—cannot produce a 
full crop. 

As stated tn a recent article on this 
subject, looking at the matter from 
the standpoint of the farmer's interest, 
it would not be so bad if the evil were 
impartially distributed among all the 
farmers. But the fact fs that some are 
in. very much worse plight than an 
averagé crop—a very few may get a 
yield (I doubt it); but I fear that the 
large majority of the farmers are in 
a “pretty bad fix” so far as cotton 
prospects are concerned 

Under these -‘enditions it behooves 
every farmer to make the most stren- 
uous efforts te sustain the vitality of 
the cotton plants and to encourage by 
every practicable means thelr rapid and 
most perfect development possible. Oft- 
repeated and careful stirring of the 
surface soil is one of the means of 
encouraging growth and development 
that {is at the command of every farm- 
er. Very much may be accomplished 
aYong this line. The plant should be 
encouraged to grow and to grow rapid- 
ly. It wiil require but a comparatively 
short time tn August, if conditions are 
favorable and skillful tillage be as- 
sured, for the aea.4s ** make a crop. 

I have alrea@y wizggested filling In 
the wide skips by planting them in 
cowpeas, soja beans, snap beans, corn. 
>Unfomtunately of the best of these for 
the purpose—cowpeas—the seed are 
now almost as “scarce as a hen’s 
teeth.” 

Where the cotton !s less than a 
fourth of a stand, and very irregular 
at that, it may be wise to destroy the 
few plants and plow and harrow the 
land for a crop of crab grass hay. 
Every farmer will be his own judge 
of the expediency of such a resort. 

With the lights now before us it 
appears to me that 12 1-2 cents is too 
low for the remnant of the last year’s 
crop. If ome has cotton in hand and 
no debts to pay, it might not be a 
wise act t4 sell at that price. The 
market went *> 15 cents two years ago 
under conditigns that were less stimu- 
lative of high prices than those’ that 


now prevail.

IN a recent issue of Current Litera- 

| ature, the following interesting ar- 
ticle on the subject of “Peter Pan” 
occurs: , 

“Peter Pan has outgrown his baby- 
hood, but, like Eros and Antinous, he will 
never grow up. This is what Mr. Bar- 
rie replied to the children’s questionings 
at the farewell performance of ‘Peter 
Pan’ at the Duke of York's theater, in 
London. Critical estimates of the play 
have varied widely. There was a tend- 
ancy at first to regard it merely as a 
children’s play. But when it took audi- 
ences by storm, the recognition forced 
itself upon the public that ‘Peter Pan’ 
was a psychological masterpiece fraught 
with deep symbolical meaning. Every 
man, it has been said, Is at heart a Peter 
Pan. And when Maude Adams pro- 
claims the tenets of eternal joy, we feel 
that the character stands for everything 
that is beautiful and elusive by conven- 
tion.

@led witli the police committee of the 
eouncil for whisky and beer licenses 
next year, beginning July I. Of these 
126 are renewals and 1I3 new applica- 
tions. _— 

The number of MIicenses to retail 
whisky is 94, of which 9 are new appli- 
cations and 85 renewals, some of the 
latter being merely a change of owner- 
ship at the old stand. ‘There are sev- 
eral of these. 

Of the 23 beer licenses, 20 are renew 
als and 3 new, and of the wholesale 
whisky dealers there are 22, only one 
of these being new. This makes up 
the total of I39 all told. 

The police committee, consisting of 
Roberts, chairman: Pearce, Holland, 
Quillian and McEachern, took up these 
epplications for conideration yester- 
day afternoon at 3 o’clock In the coun- 
cil chamber, a large crowd of inter- 
estted parties and spectators being 
present. 

The committee yesterday only passed 
om the leases or ownership of the build- 
ings where these saloons are located. 
Several of them failed to show their 
leases yestéerday, and they are given 
until the next meeting, today week at 
10 o’clock, in which to come forward 
with their leases. 

Only two protests against the grant- 
ing of licenses to the applications on 
file were entered before the committees 
yesterday, and they decided to post- 
pone the hearing of these protests until 
the applications were up for final ac- 
tion. These were against Hanlon 
Bros., 228 Marietta, and Solomon Sam- 
uels, 2! West Mitchell. 

The license tax {s $2,000 for retail 
whisky, $1,000 for retail beer, and $400 
for wholesale whisky.

Laying of Tracks on Stewart 
Avenue Is En- 
joined.

There will come before Judge Pendle- 
ton today the application of J. Carlisle, 
DJ. Ray, the Traynhami Lumber 
Company, Robert Jones, the Woodward 
Lumber Company F. A. Cabler. and 
Neal Hardwick to ‘enjoin the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company from 
laying a track on Stewart street run- 
ning from Whitehall street, southeastly, 
to the city limits. 

These gentlemen contend that Stew- 
art street is only 22 feet in width from 
curb to curb, and that from Whitehal] 
Street for a distance of 950 feet there 
is no branch or intersecting street com- 
ing into Stewart street, 

Carlisle, Jones, Cabler and Hardwick 
are residents on Stewart street. D. J. 
Ray, the Trafham Company, Wood- 
ward Company and J. Carlisle are in the 
manufacturing business, threee § fac- 
tomies being located in the neighbor- 
hood of Stewart street, 

These parties contend that if the 
street car company is allowed to lay its 
tracks on Stewart street between White-

Food Inspectors Must Aid to Secure 
Chain of Evidence by Which the 
Government Cam Prove in 
Courts Violation of Pure 
Food Law and Fix 
the Guilt.

Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—Dr. 
W. D. Bigelow, chief of the division of 


this | foods in the national bureau of chem- 


istry, has undertaken the work of in- 
structing some fifty or sixty inspec- 
tors and chemists who will have charge 
of the execution of the pure food law 
as it applies to drugs and food prod- 
ucts. 

The inspectors are being drilled in 
the system which has been devised for 
securing samples of food products and 
drugs, with instruction as to how 
they are to be sealed and what dis- 
position Is to be made of them. Since 
it is incumbent upon the government 
in the case of suits for alleged vio- 
Jations of the pure food law, to prove 
that the food products were secured 
from a certain person or corporation, 
that they have been inspected and 
found to be adulterated within the 
meaning of the law and unfit for hu- 
man consumption; it is necessary that

How Food Inspectors Work. 

When the package is seized, there- 
fore, the inspector takes one of the la- 
bels, which are made in quadruplicate, 
gives one to the dealer, attaches one 
to the package so that it cannot be 
tampered with until it is delivered into 
the proper hands for analysis, and for- 
wards two of the slips to the depart- 
ment in Washington. Some difficulty 
has been experienced in the past on 
account of the ignorance or careless- 
ness of the inspectors in following out 
the instructions issued by the division 
of foods. For this reason the men 
have been brought to Washington for 
oral instruction and for a few practi- 
cal object lessons, in the line of their 
work. 

An examination for inspectors was 
held last February, and according to 
Dr. Bigelow less than !00 men out of 
1.460 who took the examination suc- 
ceeded in passing. 

Installing Food Laboratories. 


The main laboratory for the analysis 
of food products and drugs offered for 
domestic consumption is located in 
Washington. There are fifteen branch 
laboratories scattered throughout the 
country. The government has secured 
quarters and has already installed lab- 
oratories tin Savannah, New Orleans 
and Galveston. -The Savannah labora- 
tory has not yet been completely in- 
stalled, but will be ready for opera- 
tion’in about a month. In most cities 
the laboratories are located in the 
United States custom house and post- 
office bullding. Dr. Bigelow stated 
that the government had also secured 
the use.of a room in the North Caro- 
lina Experiment Station and also one 
at Vanderbilt university at Nashville, 
in which to install food laboratories. 

All the laboratories above referred to 
are under the jurisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture 
and are charged with the inspection 
and analysis of domestic food products 
and drugs. Imperted food and drugs 
are subject to inspection and seizure 
the treasury officers, who are au- 
thorized to take samples for examina- 
tion with the view of seeing that the 
national pure food law is not violated 
by foreign exporters of food and drugs. 
These samples when taken by treasury 
officials at the various ports are sent 
to the bureau of chemistry in Wash- 
ington or to the nearest food labora- 
tory for examination. 

Operation of Pure Food Law. 


The law providing for this inspection 
went into effect July !, !903. Under 
this law all imported food products 
are liable to inspection. Included un- 
der this head are what is generally 
known as foods, beverages, condiments 
and such ingredients as are used in 
their manufacture. Every invoice of 
food products coming into this country 
is accompanied by a declaration made 
before the United States consul as to 
the character of the shipment. Each 
package must be correctly labeled or 
branded in regard to the nature of the 


food products and the place of their 
production or manufacture. The law 
also provides that no substance dele- 
terious to health shall be added to any 
food product and that food products 
which are forbidden or restricted in 
sale in the country where made or 


mitted into the United States.

The 
treasury department collaborates in the 
execution of the law by having its em- 
ployees eecure samples of such in- 
voices as may be suspected of being 
adulterated or misbranded or of con- 
taining a deleterious substance. These 
are secured at the ports, at which im- 
ported, and forwarded to the bureau 
of chemistry in Washington or to the 
nearest food laboratory.

Chicago, June 7.—A rumor that the 
forthcoming Kansas state crop report 
will show a condition of slightly above 
52 per cent, aideq by damage reports 
from the same state caused a flurry in 
today’s wheat market, and atvanced 
prices more than 2c above the low point 
of the day. This market, however, closed 
weak. The July delivery being down |‘. 
The September option was off Ic. July 
corn was %c lower. Oats showed a net 
loss of 3%c. Provisions were a shade 
lower to 2c higher. 

The uwpturn in prices followed the re- 
ceipt of a message from Topeka, declar- 
ing that the state crop report which is 
to ‘be published in a few days, will place 
the winter wheat in June | at 52,3 per 
cent. The reasons assigned for this al- 
leged deterioration was severe frost dur- 
ing the last month. Reports of damage 
by cold weather slso came from other 
parts of the state. 

The early market wes weak because of 
free selling by pit traders, who based 
their sales on the favorable wea.er 
now prevailing over the entire srring 
and winter wheat territory. The Kansas 
reports sent the shorts to cover im lively 
fashion, and carried prices wp more 
than 2c. Bullish enthusiasm, however, 
soon waned, and under renewed liquida- 
tion prices again slumped, the fresh de- 
cline carrying them to a new low level 
for the day. A break of more than 3c 
in July oats also weakened wheat. July 
wheat opened %@uc to 3@%c lower at 
955 to 86%. sold between 95% and 96.

BIL SURPRISE 


Stock Market Sales Brought 
0 Standstill, 


Financial World Expected Large 
Exportation, but 8346,000,000 
Was a Most Astounding 
Surprise to the 
Trade. 


New York, June 7.—An_ active ab- 
sorption of stocks on a rising scale 
today was brought almost to a stand- 
still by, the unexpectedly heavy engage- 
ments of gold for export to Paris to- 
morrow; conditions in the exchange 
market had prepared expectation for an 
additional shipment tomorfow, but 80 
large a sum as $346,000,000 was a sur- 
prise. The movement was the most 
impressive by reason of the failure of 
the foreign exchange market to show 
any effect, as is usual owing to the 
custom of selling exchange bills against 
gold shipments when they are made. 
The rates today, however, were firmly 
maintained and it was that the outward 
outgwo gold was to extend over into into 
next week. The Paris market stands 
under obligations to New York for 
$4,000,000 on subscriptions to New Ha- 
ven notes, which mature next week, but 
this obligation seems to have no effect 
in ehecking the flow of gold from here 
to Paris. Today's $3,600,000 engage- 
ments will not figure in tomorrow's bank 
statement. Nevertheless, the sub- 
treasury’s absorption from the general 
money market up to Jhursday night} 
principally on account of gold with- 
drawn for export had amounted to $487,- 
000. This was off-set to only a small 
extent by the balance in favor of New 
York on the currency movement with 
the interior that balance having fallen 
considerably belov® the figures for sev- 
weeks past. This course of cur- 
rency had no effect on the rates for 
call loans today. The tone in that 
department of the money market re- 
mained steady. Payment was made to- 
day also for a $3,000,000 installment 
of subscriptions on Great Northern 
preferred new stock. This heavy drain- 
age of cash reserves, while so many 
purposes remain unsatisfactory, is re- 
garded as eomething of an anomaly 
and has its effect on speculative senti- 
pent, in spite of the absence of ef- 
fect immediately in the money quota- 
tions. Much importance also is at- 
tached to the government crop report, 
to be given out on Monday, as a factor 
towards seottibg convictions in 
crop “conditidns. Reports of low con- 
dition estimates of the winter wheat 
crop today made by state authorities in 
Kansas and Kentucky served to shake 
to some extent the confidence that 
has been felt that Monday's govern- 
ment report would show marked im- 
provement over the previous monthly 
estimate. A feature of the day was 
the number of rumors of new rail- 
road relations which came into circu- 
lation. Apparently the plan for transfer 
of control of the Boston and Maine to 
fhe New York.

- The last will 
and testament of Queen Victoria has 
never been disclosed as the law of 
probate does not apply to the soverign 
of the realm. For several years be- 
fore her demise “the society gossips 
used to profess an intimate knowledge 
of its contents; they knew how many 
folios it occupied, the exact number of 
codicils, the color of its binding, anc 
other irrelevant facts. But all their 
predictions have been falsified by 
events, and although it is sometimes 
declared@ that many persons about the 
court are familar with its chief pro- 
visions, there are probably not half 
a dozen people, besides her late majes- 
ty’s own children, who have any real 
knowledge about it, and they will nev- 
er tell.

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COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW — 
AN IMPERATIVE NECESSITY 


A good compulsory education law Is 


the neeg of Georgia—the need of her 
cities, towns and rural communities. 

When the new child labor law is fully 
enforced hundreds of hecildren between 
the ages of 7 and |2 will be freed from 
factory and shop. What will become of 
these? They wil] either rum at large 
on the streets of our towns, or remain 
at home in vicious idleness. Already in 
the rural districts a large per cent of 
children of school age do not go to 
sohogl three months in the year, and 
many of them do not see a school room 
from year’s end to year’s end. 

And yet most meh, when they think 
eat all on the subject, will admit that 
every white person in the state should 
be furnished with what is usually 
termed a common achool education. In 
short, that a graded course of instruc- 
thon, which goes as far as the first year 
of the high school, should be the in- 
dispensable adjunct of every intelligent 
white tndividueal in the state. There are 
some that woulg increase this amount 
of elementary. Dnglish learning by fur- 
ther instruction in those special 
branches that touch practical life, and 
these would give the youth of the stats 
courses of instruction in agriculture, 
manual training, and domestic science. 

As a matter of fact, the youth of tha 
state are not getting even this modicum 
of education. Out of the entire school 
population—that ds, children from 7 to 
14 years of age—22.7 per cent are il- 
literate. There {s only one cause for 
this state of affairs, and one remedy. 
The state of Georgia ia not furnishing 
adequate schooling ‘Yor her children. 
Even in Atlanta, or in other towns and 
cities, where the state system is super- 
ceded by local cystems, it would be 1m- 
possible to house, instruct, and care for 
all the local achool population under 


need a public school system large 
enough to allow the enforcement of 
such a law. We need al] through the 
state schools enough in number to house 
every child of sehool age; teachers 
enough in numbers and ekilful in train- 
ing to instruct these children. 
The Committee of Fifty. 

It is therefore to be regretted that 
Mr. Inman’s committee of fifty did not 
charge the subject of state education 
boldly. Much discussion on the subject 
may rouse @ sense of civic responsibility 
and obligation on the part of the edu- 
cated and well-to-do classes; but it does 
not ‘build school hovees or send teachers 
to rural districts. Individual effort may 
reach a few, who otherwise would re- 
main unschooled, but no individual] effort 
can be persistently and steadily applied 
over the whole state. Generous gifts 
to isolated schools and colleges may in- 
crease the wealth and broaden the cur- 
ricula of the higher seats of learning; 
but they do not compel every chilq in 
the state to attend school a certain pre- 
scribed number of months in the year, 
or provide the schools for such at- 
tendance. Federal aid and district agri- 
cultural schools may give a higher and 
better education to many who o.u.er- 
wise could not obtain it, but such aid is 
not large enough to reach the illiterate 
masses of the state, nor is it designed 
to provide schools for all. 

These various efforts to improve educa- 
tion in the state affect the better clase- 
es ang improve existing methods. Un- 
fortunately they do not go dowm to the 
illiterate strata. They eke out surface 
deficiencies inour educational system and 
stimulate individual] and community ef- 
forts. But the patched coat {fs not a 
new garment. The state needs a com- 
puisory education law and 4 public 
school system adequate for the com- 
plete enforcement of such a law. All 
other efforts, however generous and pub-

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STRONG PLEA FOR EDUCATION 
MADE AT CHICAGO CONFERENCE 


Upon call from Miss Mary M. Abbott, 
chairman of the educational committee 
of the General Federation cof Women’s | 
Clubs, representatives of six national 
organizations of women met in confer- 
erice with members of the trustees and 
the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Educational Association to con- 
sider some plan for unifying the edu- 
cational work of these organizations. 


The meeting was called to order by) 


Dr. Nathan C. Schaeffer, president of 
the National Fducational Association, 
in the parlor of the Auditorium hotel, 
Chicago, February 25, 1907, at 10 a. m. 
Dr. N. C. Schaeffer was elected chair- 
man of the meeting ana Mrs. Philip N. 
Moore, secretary. The chair then called 
upon Miss Abbott to state the object 
of the meeting. 
Miss Abbott’s Report. 

Miss Abbott explained that the edu- 
cation committee of the general feder- 
ation was authorized to make an effort 
to bring together the education com- 


tional Educational Association in col- 
lecting and publishing a set of com- 
pact and simplified statistics, showing 
how the various states compare with 
each other with regard to these fivs 
general principles. It asked consulta- 
tion as to the best methods in both 
home and school for producing high 
character in the youth of the nation.

Whereas, education in the Unit! 
States is not.a national, but a state af- 
fair, and there is so much diversity in 
the educational methods of various com- 
munities that the education a child re- 
ceives depends largely upon the place 
where he lives, it shall be our aim to 
bring about, as far ag posstfble, such an 
equalization of educational advantages 
that all children in every part of th? 
United States may recelve an equally 
good education. 

General Principles.

mittees of six national organizations of 
women in order to unify the work 
these organizations were endeeavoring 
to do on behalf of education.

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN MINISTER 
ORDAINED IN GEORGIA 

The Augusta Presbytery, through th2 
efforts of Mr. W. N. Rowland, has pre- 
pared a very interesting exhibit for 
Jamestown. 

Among other things is a photograph of 
a large poplar tree in the town of Wash- 
ington under which the first Pres- 
byterian minister ever ordained in Geo-- 
gia took his vows. His name was John 
Springer, and the date was July 2!, 1792 

The tree stands, but where sleeps the 
Rev. John Springer? No one now liv- 
ing can point with certainty to the spot 
where he is buried. All that is known 
is that a certain country road passes 
over his grave. 

The tree stands—the sole monument to 
the man who gave it itg historic interest 
to the man who, while he lived, played a 
very important part in the religious and 
educational progress of the young state 

This leads one to think how sadly the 
duty of preserving records and monu- 
ments has been neglected in the soutn.

Heroes, heroes—God bless he- 


roes! 
We need herves, we honor heroes, 


and none of them can be magnified too 
much, but many a one of them die 
running and are never remembered, 
and these, as a rule, are the most 
precious of all the heroes. 


The raged privates who stacked 


arms at Appomattox, every one of 


them were heroes of such quality as* 
surpassed and) 


the world has never 
seldom matched. What it was to be 
a private in those years could never 
be described nor understood by this 
generation. Naked, starving, marched 
to the limit night and day, with no 
desire to exploit themselves and with- 
out the skill to do so if they had de- 


sired, the confederate private stuck 
to duty. They marched the long roads 
of Virginia in heat and in cold. waded 
the streams, breasted the 


torments from the venom 
rags that were so long worn. The 
young could not understand the hun- 
dredth part of what these privates en- 
dured, and just as they suffered and 
were true, so were they heroes every 
one. 

There stood back of that army of 
privates another class of heroes—the 
women of the south. 

Without that womanhood there would 
have been no “‘private’’ heroes. Without 
that “private’’ there would have been 
no “‘general’’ heroes, Our glorious wom- 
anhood inspired the “private’ to what 
he was, without that quality of the 
private soldiers all generals would have 
been helpless and our southland dead to 
monuments and void of the qualities 
which entitle heroism. 

So it is to the women of the south Is 
deserved the greatest praise, but they 
have no monuments and neither could 
the young generation understand how 
they suffered or where their honors 
cafwe in, They knew nothing of the 
“art” of exploiting—they had no desire 
to exploit themselves if they had known 
how, and so, like the ‘iprivates’’ of the 
way, they must go down the coridors of 
time fn one general mass, leaving it to 
the individuality of the monuments to 
point back to whatever the imaginations 
of the future may devise. 

Not a monument, J think, has been 
raised to a southern hero that was not 
deserved, and never, T fully believe, will 
one be built that is undeserved, but 
there are other heroes than martial 
ones, and these should have some monu- 
ments, too. 

Brown and me were talking yesterday 
about H. I. Kimball. What a wonderful 
man he was and what wonderful things 
he did for ‘Atlanta. He built the first 
great theater after the war which was 
turned into a capitol for the state. He 
built the first great factory, the one 
out Marietta street. He built the first 
great hotel; he developed; he set the 
gate that has made Atlanta the wonder 
of towns about us. He surveyed the line 
through DeKalb county for a canal to 
turn the Chattahoochee through the 
city—perhaps that may be accomplished 
yet. He was an industrial hero—a hero 
that brings work for the poor and pros- 
perity to his community. 

A whole column of names could be 
written in this connection of the men 
who have helped to make Georgia great. 
We must let the reader run them over in 
his own mind. DeKalb county was 
blessed with one man, George W. Scott, 
whom, tf the county had had ten such 
men no telling the wealth that would 
be ours today—DeKalb would rate the 
first of the state. These are not mar- 
tial heroes, they shed no blood nor 
brought any tears, but they were heroes 
and the kind of heroes that I should 
like to see the highest monuments built. 
And the “old hayseeds,”’ can't you call 
to mind a number of these who deserve 
to be called heroes. It was a trying 
time once in Georgia in agricultural 
lines. It looked like starvation on the 
farms. ‘A new era and new conditions 
eonfronted the farmers. Many of them 
fled away. Some remained ana worked 
out the problem and evolved the farming 
interest into its present pro#peroug con- 
ditions. These, these men who were 
brave enough to etay upon the farms, 
they were heroes, heroes of the kind 
that blesses the world, and to some of 
them monuments should be built. 

I carn call to mind the Dixon #weep, 
cutting thirty inches at a through, and 
the Bloodworth plow, the first great 
2-horse plow I ever saw. These were 
wonderful educators, and the periodi- 
cal, especially the old Southern Culti- 
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vator, that labored so hard and so suc

eteemed editors of The American Maga- 
zine, came and saw and wrote and de- 
parted. The results of this coming 


and seeing and writing are being de- 
tatiled out to us in a series of articles 
now appearing in The American Maga- 
zine entitled ‘“Folladwing the Color 
Line.” Mr. Bakor came among us with 
some heralding, ostensibly to salve the 
negro problem. What he has done so 
far is to give a detailed report of the 
riot in Atlanta, and of its pre and post 
conditions and causes. 


Those of us who expected from Mr. 
Baker's pen an article in which the 
subject af the southern negro is treated 
scientifically and historically are disap- 
pointed. Perhaps fllogically and un- 
gratefully disappcinted. Mr. Baker evi- 
dently had no intention of giving us a 
dissertation of the history, anthropol- 
Ogy or psychology of the “Afrtco-Amer- 
ican." Mr. Baker’s methods have been 
not those of a magazine editor, but 
those of a bright newspaper reporter 
sent out to write up “a story” of local 
importance. And he has succeeded in 
giving his readers a_ talkative and 
rather entertaining account of the 
southern whites and blacks, with some 
dashes of local color, descriptive of 
their respective habitat, diet and per- 
sonal idiosyncracies. 

Therefore we do not quarrel with Mr. 
Baker because he does not combine the 
qualities of the thinker with those of 
the observer. He labors to paint at- 
tractively all sides of his subject: he 
abounds in anecdotes and cases that 
fell under his personal observation: 
his desire to ccnsider impartially both 
white and black is praiseworthy and 
conscientiously evident. Oftentimes his 
Opinions are banal, but always his eyes 
are keen to see the picturesque and 
interesting. Oftentimes his deductions 
are humously deficient in logical acu- 
men; but he displays always the re- 
porter’s keen scent for news. More- 
over, he ends by giving us bright and 
readable matter on a much-worked and 
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is devoted to the interests of education iz 
Georgia.

But while Mr. Baker's touch is light, 
it is accurate. In speaking of the 
negro schools in Atlanta he charges 
them with a failure te accommodate, in 
the year 1903, one-half of the colored 
school population. And he says, and 
says truly: 

“Every child, white or colored, is get- 
ting an education somewkere. If that 
education is not in schools or at home 
or, in cases of incorrigibility, In proper 
reformatories, then it is on the streets 


or in chain gangs.” 

Later, in the same article, we read 
this incident, which, if taken at its full 
meaning, cannot fail te alarm the white 


thinker. 

“The eagerness of the colored people 
for a chance to send their children to 
school is something astonishing an@ 
pathetic. * * * One day I visited @ 
mill netghborhcod of Atlanta to se@ 
how the poorer classes of white people 
live. I found one very comfortable 
home occupied by a family of mill em<- 
ployes. They hired a negro woman to 
cook for them, and while they send 
their children to the mill to work, the 
cook sent her children to school.” 

And again, we have this statement, 
which in Georgia applies with terrible 
force to both white and black: 

“When I see the crowds of young 
negroes being made criminals, through 
lack of proper 1 pec I can’t help 
thinking how pitilessly ignorance finale 
ly revenges itself upon that society 
which neglects or exploits it.”
